Fading Tombstone, Ariz., Loses 
Fight to Keep Court House 








||° TOMBSTONE, Ariz., Nov. 20 
'| (P).—Tombstone, roaring mining 
“centre of a'near forgotten past, 
slipped another notch toward the 
limbo of ghost towns today as 
tabulation of ballots in a special 
election. deprived it of its princi- 
pal remaining glory—its position 
as the seat of historic Cochise 
County. 

By a vote of 2 to 1 the electorate 
decided to move the seat of gov- 
ernment to Bisbee, where a $450,- 
000 court house is to be built. 

Tombstone put up a fight to 
retain this last vestige of its his- 
toric preeminence, but the voting 
power of the town and the area 
adjacent to it has been so reduced 
in recent years that its partisans 
were far in the minority. 

The venerable court house, erect- 
ed with great pride in 1880, soon 
will be vacant and silent.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—lIt 
was announced at the White 
House today that all social func- 
tions - would be canceled o 
postponed out of respect for the 
memory of Secretary Good dur- | 
ing the thirty days of mourning. 

The diplomatic reception an- 
nounced for Dec. 5 and the 
Cabinet dinner scheduled for Dec. 
12 have been postponed. They 
will be given during January or 
February, on dates not yet set- 
tled. 

The rest of the social program 
will be carried out according 
to the schedule previously an- 
nounced. The first official en- 
tertainment of the present sea- 
son, therefore, will be the recep- 
tion at the White House on New 
Year’s Day.

The stock market decline and the 
business situation occupied the atten- 
tion of the Senate for a time today 
when some Democrats and insurgent 
Republicans poured the vials of their 
wrath on Roger W. Babson for an 


article in which he accused Congress 
of being responsible for a lack of 
confidence in economic conditions. In 
declaring that, while the stock mar- 
ket crashed and was declining, mem- 
bers of Congress were thinking only 
of themselves and their political for- 
tunes, without any regard for the 
nation or their constituents, Mr. 
Babson likened their course to that 
of Nero fiddling while Rome burned. 

Senator Heflin started the fire- 
works. ‘I do not intend,” he said, 
“that this villainous and slanderous 
attack by. this hist cencnt of Wall

The earth tremors which were felt 
on Monday afternoon from Cape Race 
to Boston along the North Atlantic 

| seaboard were also experienced by 
|two big ocean liners which arrived 
| yesterday from Europe, the White 
| Star steamships Olympic and the 
| France of the French Line. 

| On the former vessel the shock was 
| felt distinctly for two minutes and 
|caused the captain and officers to 
| imagine the ship had struck sub- 
|merged wreckage. Officers of the 
| France, which was eighty-four miles 
‘away from the Olympic, reported 
‘feeling only a slight tremor passing 
‘through the ship. 

| Captain W. H. Parker of the Royal 
| Marine Reserve, master of the Olym- 
| Pic, in his report to the offices of 
|the company at 1 Broadway, stated 
|that at 3:30 o’clock Monday, Nov. 
118 at Lat. 42.12 degrees N. and Long. 
56.56 degrees W., the ship was steam- 
jing twenty-two knots with a calm 
| sea and overcast gloomy sky. 

| A violent tremor and sustained vi- 
| bration was felt on the bridge which 
| lasted about two minutes. The cap- 
| tain was in the chartroom at the time 
‘and immediately went on the bridge 
| where two officers were on watch 
| with two look-out men, one in the 
| crow’s nest and the other on the 
| bridge. Nothing had been sighted 
ahead or in the wake of the ship 


-and the engines continued working | 


inormally, showing that none of the 
| propeller blades had dropped off and 
‘nothing like submerged wreckage 
|had been seen following the vibra- 
| tion. 

The captain stated that he sent the

Seeks to Recover $214,809 for 
Alleged Overcharges on 
Materials in Queens. 


SEVEN OTHER DEFENDANTS

URGES PALESTINE 
AS WORLD HOLYLAND 


Dr. Judah L. Magnes Declares 
It Must Be Place for Jews, 
Christians and Moslems. 


SEEKS ACCORD WITH ARABS | 


Urges Study of Parliament Idea— 
Attitude Stirs Violent Opposition 
Among Zionists There. 


JERUSALEM, Nov. 20 (Jewish 
Telegraphic Asgency).—Palestine as 
an international holy land and as a 
home for Jew, Christian and Moslem 
alike, the renunciation of all ideas of 
Jewish political domination, the 
creation of a cultural centre as the 
only goal of Zionism, and the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Commission to 
determine the views of the Palestine 
Jewish community with regard to a 
permanent Arab-Jewish understand- 
ing were advocated yesterday by Dr. 
Judah L. Magnes, Chancellor of the 
. Hebrew University, leader of the 
group of Jewish intellectuals in 
Palestine who are advocating the 
establishment of a Parliament as a 
solution of the Jewish-Arab problem. 
In a statement today to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, Dr. Magnes re- 
plied to the proposals of St. John 
Philby, the British journalist who is 
the author of the Parliament plan, 
by saying that since the initiative in 
the matter has been taken out of 
Jewish hands, the Jews must prepare 


for the negotiations that are bound | 


to come. He proposes that the Zion- 
ist Executive in Jerusalem and the 
Vaad Leumi, the Palestine Jewish 
Council, appoint a commission to de- 
termine the views of the Palestine 
Jewish community on this matter 
and the creation of a special commis- 
sion in ‘London to study the problem 
with the aid of statesmen and politi- 
cal scientists. 

Dr. Magnes regards Mr. Philby’s 
proposals as a great advance over the 


usual Arab demands, since Mr. Phil- | 


by declares that the Balfour Declara- 
tion is not abrogatable, and since he 
accepts the mandate which grants to 
the High Commissioner wide powers, 
including the maintenance of law and 
order and the right of vetoing any 
legislative action or decision of the 
Parliament. 

Dr. Magnes also expressed himself 
as gratified because Mr. Philby 
agreed to free Jewish immigration 


according to the capacity of the coun- | 


try to absorb it, and the right of the 
Jewish Agency to protect Jewish in- 
terests. 


Calls Declaration Handicap. 


Dr. Magnes said that he had long 
felt that the Balfour Declaration was 
a handicap because it was not clear 
and because it overemphasized the 
Jewish relation to Palestine instead 
of laying stress on Palestine’s posi- 
tion as an international holy land. 
He declared, however, that he ac- 
cepted the Balfour Declaration only 
because he did not want the interna- 
tional good faith to which this decla- 
vation gave expression to be discred- 
ited through nullification. The 
declaration, he said, should be 
stripped of the extravagant meaning 


which the British Government had | 
allowed it to receive, and that inter- | 


pretation accepted which was given 
to the declaration in the White 
Paper of 1921, an _ interpretation 
which the Zionist Organization has 
thus far not done enough to carry 
into effect. 

Dr. Magnes said that the White 


Paper ended the dream of ultimate 
domination, but did give the Jews 
the right to be in Palestine, and that 
this was enough of a basis for the 
creation of an Achad Ha’amist intel- 
lectual centre. (Palestine as a cul- 
tural centre was the main doctrine 
of Achad Ha’am, the nom de plume 
of the late Asher Ginsburg, famous 
Zionist writer and theoretician.) Dr. 
Magnes suggested that a committee 
of historians be delegated to clear 
up the obscurities of the MacManon 
promise to the Arabs in 1915. The 
High Commissioner should be ap- 
| pointed by the mandatory power and 
| be confirmed by the League of Na- 
tions, in order to emphasize Pales- 
tine’s position as a home for Jew, 
Christian and Moslem. 

He wants a bi-national State es- 
tablished. Pointing out that large 
groups of Arabs are politically im- 
mature, he said that both sides must 
be generous. The Jews, said Dr. 
Magnes, must renounce all ideas of 
political domination end the Arabs 
must’ recognize Jewish right in 
Palestine. Constitutional and legis- 
{lative forms should be created that 
| would establish Palestine as an in 
ternational home for all religions 
and races, This, he said, would 
satisfy the Jew’s desire for a spirit- 
ual and cultural centre. 


Use of Bayonet Opposed. 


Palestine belongs to all religions, 
not only to its inhabitants, said Dr. 
Magnes. He is opposed to the reten- 
tion of Jewish rights by bayonets 
in a land where the majority of the 


inhabitants oppose it. It is better, he 
concluded, that the Jews wait, than 
try to establish a national home on 
any conditions except those based on 
mutual understanding. 

When Dr. Magnes made his pro- 
posal of a Parliament before a meet- 
ing of the Vaad Leumi last week he 
was severely criticized. The repre- 
sentative of the Zionist Revisionists 
left the meeting. The Labor repre- 
| sentatives also protested. After a 
| speech delivered by Pincas Rutten- 
berg, president of the Vaad Leumi, 
| the council adopted resolutions con- 
demning Dr. agnes’s propaganda 
for a Parliament.

inches for all cruisers was impossi- 
ble because merchant vessels could 
carry six-inch guns. He agreed that 
it was desirable to extend the life of 
cruisers, He said Japan was satis- 
fied with a 70 per cent quota for 
destroyers and did not object to cur- 
tailing the size and guns of destroy- 
pe A the other powers desired such 
action. 

His attitude regardi ng submarines 
was uncompromising. He said Japan, 
having accepted less than parity in 
other types, could not dispense with 
submarines.

The demand for 70 per cent, he 
said, applied to large 8-inch gun 
cruisers and also to the cruiser class 
as a whole. If the total of cruisers 
with 8-inch guns and 6-inch guns 
came to more than 70 per cent, he 
declared, that could be adjusted. 

He recalled that after the Wash- 
ington conference there had been 
popular agitation against a 60 per 
cent ratio for capital ships, which 
had been calmed by the government 
telling the people that the balance 
would be preserved by auxiliary craft, 
which were left unrestricted.

“By saying the Kellogg pact forms 
a new starting point, we mean fhat 
the powers which signed that pact 
are morally bound to be content with 
defensive armaments, namely, arma- 
ments restricted to a size which can- 
not cause anxiety to others. But in 
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aiming at that ideal we must be 
practical, and nations must be al- 
lowed to have armaments necessary 
for their security. 

“Good understanding among the 
powers is more valuable than strict 
equality in ratios, and good under- 
standing implies a more reasonable 
regard for each other’s require- 
ments. In framing her policy Japan 
has carefully refrained from asking 
anything which could alarm any oth- 
er country.”

NEGOTIATIONS BEGIN 
TODAY ON THE SARRE 


Germans fn Paris for Parley 
With French on Disposition 
of Coal Territory. 


CONCILIATORY MOOD SHOWN | 


Reich Reported Ready to Guarantee | 
French. Economic Interests for 
Immediate Return.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—Negotiations be- 
tween France and Germany for the | 
disposition of the Sarre Province 
before the date fixed by the Treaty 
of Versailles will begin tomorrow at 
11 A. M. at the French Foreign Of- 
fice. The greatest economic impor- 
tance is attached by both nations to 
the conference and the two interested 
parties have appointed very strong 
delegations. 

The German delegates, headed by 
Herr von Simon, Under-Secretary of 
State, reached the French capital 
this evening. All the departments 
of the German Government which 
have anything to do with the eco- 
nomic and financial side of life are 
represented. The French delegation 
is equaliy influential. With Georges 
Pernot, Minister of Public Works 
and Right party leader, as head of 
the delegation and president of the 
conference, the French steel trust, 
which has invested huge sums of 
money in the development of the 
Sarre mines, will have a sympathetic 
advocate. The other members of the 
French group apparently have been 
chosen as much for their intimate 
knowledge of the industrial needs of | 
France as for their positions in the 
government itself. 


A Problem in Rapprochement. 

The conference has for its purpose 
the writing of some kind of an agree- | 
ment under which German sover- | 
eignty can be restored. and recon- | 
ciled with the vital economic inter- |

still officiating in Nanking. 

General Chang Fa-kwei, rebel 
leader of the ‘‘Ironsides,’’ returned 
to Hanoi after a secret visit to 
Shanghai to confer with representa- 
tives of all the rebel factions. 

The Canton situation is endangered | 
by General Chen Tsi-Tan’s withdraw- 
ing his forces from Sanshui_ to 
Canton, leaving the way clear for the 
Chang F'a-kwei sympathizers to ap- 
proac 
have been prearranged. General | 
Chang Fa-kwei has issued a mandate | 
warning the populace not to pay 
taxes to the present régime, as the | 
receipts will be dishonored on his} 
orrival.

HANKOW, Nov. 20 UP).—National-

and southward. 

The rebels, said Nationalist offi-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Still re- 
flecting the increase in personal in- 
comes incident to the bull movement 
on the Stock Exchange in 1928, col- 
lections of internal revenue for the 
first four months of the fiscal year, 
at $857,608,874, showed an increase 
of $101,441,533 over the total in the 
same period of last year, according 
to statistics made public by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau.

1,000 FETE SLAYER 
FREED FROM PRISON 


Hammonton Cheers Man Who 
Served Five Years for Killing 
Relative Daughter Accused.

HAMMONTON, N. J., Nov. 20.— 
Five years ago Anthony Parisi, of 
this place, was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for killing his brother-in- 
law, Samuel Grimaldi, the alleged se- 
ducer of Parisi’s daughter, Jo- 
sephine, then 16 years old. Today, 
paroled, he returned home from 
State’s Prison in Trenton to be 
cheered by 700 friends, mostly of 
Italian extraction. 

Parisi, who was scheduled to leave 
prison last midnight, was not re- 
leased until 8:30 A. M. At midnight 
Justice of the Peace Emerson A. 
Burdick of Hammonton and Mrs. 
Burdick motored to the prison of- 
fices in Trenton. Between fifty and 
sixty Hammonton residents also 
made the trip in a bus to greet 
Parisi. Deputy Keeper Michae! 
| Brown told Burdick that on account 
lof the crowd he would not release 
Parisi until later in the day. The 
crowd departed and Burdick and his 
|wife waited, driving Parisi home 
{when he was released. 

At Hammonton the crowd bore 
down upon Parisi and cheered him 
lustily as he greeted his wife and 
ifive children. He was also welcomed 
|by Mrs. Lena Bongiovanni, 19 years 
lold, Grimaldi’s daughter, and Mrs. 
| Domenica Grimaldi, his widow.

A contest for the 
championship in corn-husking by 
hand, such as occurred at Platte 
City, Mo., last week, draws a gallery | 
of thousands, and the fun, like the 
work, is fast and furious. Two 
friends, ‘who trade help in thresh- 
ing times,” attend the same church, 
and dance and frolic in hours of play, 


national husking championship, and | 
the winner, WALTER OLSON of Rio, 
Il., had a margin of only half a} 
bushel. But the old American stock 
was not much in it. Six of the} 
thirteen contestants were Scandina- 
vians, and the best a native Ameri-| 
can could do was to finish third. 

In the regular work of the farm, | 
husking is paid for according to the 
number of bushel baskets filled in a 
day. The demand for the services 
of fast huskers is therefore con- 
stant. The crops are not ready for 
husking bouts until the sun and wind 
have dried the ears and frosts have | 
crisped them. Then the ears can be 
snapped loose. The stalks remaining | 
furnish fodder for the cattle. Mighty 
wrestlers come out of the Middle 
West, but they are not held in such 
high esteem as the champion corn- 
huskers. What wrestler could husk | 
35.8 bushels in eighty minutes? That | 
was the record set by ELMER WIL-| 
LIAMS of Toulon, IIl., in 1926. 

Where corn is king, these husking 
rivalries will continue indefinitely. 
When the contests are over, the work 
begins of getting the corn cribbed 
before Winter. If the chemists who 
have discovered so many uses for | 
stalks and cobs are right—paper, 
rayon, heat units, synthetic lumber, 
insulating material—those who glean 
after the corn-huskers will take part | 
of the hardness out of the farmer’s 
lot.

Last Spring the Municipal Assem- 
bly, acting under the home rule law, 
virtually re-enacted the expiring 
State emergency rent laws as ap- 
plicable to apartments renting for 
$15 a month a room or less. These 
local enattments are now declared 
unconstitutional by the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. The 
opinion is based in part upon the 
contention that the right of contract 
as between landlord and tenant has 
been interfered with, and in part 
upon a definite ruling by the Court 
of Appeals that legislation of this 
nature is exclusively for the State. 
To the layman the second reason 
seems much the stronger. If emer- 
gency rent laws infringe upon the 
validity of contracts, the hurt would 
seem to be just as considerable 
when inflicted by the State as by an 
inferior public agepcy. But the 
State has. possession of a happy 
blank check known as the police 
power. This it can invoke against 
contractual rights without invalidat- 
ing the sanctity of contract, and 
against constitutional rights without 
laying impious hands on the ark of 
the Constitution. A humble Munic- 
ipal Assembly cannot aspire to such 
things.

Russia, and were recipients of many | 


tokens of appreciation from various 
provinces in which they gave aid. 

Dr. Hubbell represented the Ameri- 
can Red Cross at the international 
conference in Rome in 1891 and par- 
ticipated in every convention of the 
Red Cross in this country during its 
first twenty-five years. 

Born in Iowa, Dr. Hubbell was a 
professor in a seminary in New York 
when hé met Miss Barton. Becoming

of those committing burglaries and '

Stolen property is being recovered 
more rapidly this year than in pre- | 
vious years, the commissioner as- | 
serted, and less property is being | 
stolen. In 1927, he said, the total | 
New York City loss in robberies and | 
burglaries for the first ten months 
he put at $1,561,000. In 1929 for the |

With the disappearance of the old 
type of trained criminal, such as the 
safe and joft burglars of the past 
who could do a “job’’ in a_ short 
time, Mr. Whalen said, has come an 
alarming increase in juvenile crime. 
An increase of 114 per cent has been 
noted since 1915, he said, in the num- | 
ber of juveniles arrested for crime, 
the figures for the first ten months 
of that year being 525, as compared 
with 1,090. for the same period this 
year.

| address before the National Academy 
of Sciences in session at Princeton 
University. 

Professor Millikan spoke on new 
; measurements of the intensity of 
| cosmic rays.as a function of depth 
| beneath the surface of the atmos- 
| phere, measurements conducted by 
| him with newly devised’ and very 
sensitive instruments in - tunnels,: 


lakes, on Pike’s Peak and other high 
| elevations, The measurements were 
| conducted with the assistance of Dr. 
|G. H. Cameron and ‘‘checked beauti- 
|fully’’ with those of Regener, Ger-, 
man physicist. Professor Millikan and: 
| Dr. Cameron found that the shortest, 
|rays penetrated 500 ‘feet. into the 
earth, or twice as far:as had: been 
| shown in previous experiments. 

It was Professor Millikan’s, belief 
that the shortest of these rays may 
emanate from the creation of helium 
| in space and the longest from iron.‘ 
He also said that what had been 
hitherto an unsuspected factor in 
the protective area of atmosphere 
that shields the earth from the in- 
tensely powerful radiation proceed-; 
ing through space was to be found 
in the nuclei of atoms, which absorp 
a considerable portion of the cosmic’ 
rays. These rays are short wave 
lengths of energy, ranging from 
| about one-third to one forty-fifth of 
| the length of X-rays, which are only 
| about a millionth of an inch long. 


Thinks Creation Produces Rays. 

Professor Millikan said that his 
i latest experiments tended to show 
that a certain type of cosmic ray is 
produced every time an atom of iron 


is formed and that there is a close 
relationsnip between the .various 
types of rays and.the elements com- 
posing the universe, each ray corre- 
| sponding: to the birth of an atom at 
some time in the evolution of crea- 
tion. 

Professor Millikan asserted that by 
}using the theories of Einstein and 
| Aston it is possible to determine 
|from the penetrating power of the 
| ray whether it is the result of he- 
j lium, oxygen, silicon or iron atoms. 
| Rays emanating from these four 
| atoms have been identified with rea- 
sonable clarity, he said, although the 
atoms of other elements cannot be 
so well discerned. The explanation 
| for this is that helium, oxygen, sili- 
;}con and iron are present in greater 
| quantity than any other. elements in 
| the universe. Helium, a rare element 
on the earth, exists in great quanti- 
ties in the sun and: stars. 
It was Dr. Millikan’s view that the 
| terrific energy of the cosmic: rays is 
| produced in one of two ways—by the 
element-creating process or by: the 
complete annihilation of matter 
jcaused by the collision of electrons 
‘and protons in the centre of stars. 
The scientist believed, however, that 
| the rays could not emanate from the 
| stars, because the earth would be 
| Subjected to a terrific bombardment 
of these rays from the sun and 
jnearest stars. Rays of tremendous 
| energy generated in the cores of the 
}sun. and stars would have their ener- 
ley cut down by absorption before 
|they reached the eéarth’s surface, 
| while those originating in the space 
| between the stars- would be unim- 
| peded in their progress to the earth’s 
) atmosphere, _Dr.- Millikan said. 


Device. Records Heart Beats. 


An instrument to record heart 
| beats, invented by A. L. Loomis at 
| Tuxedo Park, N. Y., and perfected 


with the aid of Dr. Edmund N. Har- 
vey, Professor of Physiology at 
Princeton, was shown today in a 
demonstration of a - beating » heart 
which had been removed from a 
turtle. 

The beats were recorded by the in- 
|strument on a large sheet of paper, 
|Dr. Harvey explained that the in- 
|strument (the omis chronograph) 
would facilitate the study of the 
henomena ,of heart action'‘and of 

he effects of drugs onthe heart, 
| per Ceurriy when dissociated from 
the nervous system. It would also 
make possible, he said, the accurate 
measuring and recording of the 
speed and variation of human heart 
| beats, even during sleeping hours. 

The heart demonstrated today had 
| been removed from a live turtle and 
|suspended in a salt solution main- 
tained at even temperature and 
| permeated with a constant supply of 
oxygen. 

The organ registered a graphic 
record of 72,090 pulsations in thir- 
ty-six hours, by means: ofa: lever 
attached to the instrument, according 
to Dr. Harvey, one part of adrenalin 
jin 12,000,000,000 parts of water was 
|found to accelerate the heart beats 
by 10 per cent, while a small part of 
nicotine slowed up the pulsations, 
the reverse of the effect of nicotine 
on the human heart.

His tryout 
yesterday in that position, followed 
by today’s technically accurate ex- 
hibition, has probably°> made it cer- 
tain that no more changes in the 
team will be made before the kick- 
off at Cambridge. 

Charley Snead has been retained. at 
left halfback and the combination 
of Snead, Miller and Dunn was used 
as the first-string back-field quartet, 
later being replaced by Austen, Tay- 
lor and Bean, with Bob Wilson at 
quarterback.

HE new hockey rules were supposed to put an 
added premium on speed, and just after a veteran 
student of the warfare on ice had explained that 

the teams that would benefit most were the Rangers, 
Toronto, Black Hawks and Canadiens, evidence was 
produced to prove that three of these four had lost 
on the one night to heavier and slower combinations. 

Perhaps speed isn’t a wild and spectacular dash 
down the ice and back again. In hockey it would 
seem that speed is the sudden sprint to the right 
place at the right time. Another highly prized variety 
of speed in hockey is speed in knocking the rubber 
disk into the cage. Bill Cook of the Rangers has all 
kinds of speed. He can give any stickswinger a brisk 
brush down the ice, and he can keep pace with any 
sharpshooter in banging the disk into the netting. 

But the sly variety of speed that consists in bobbing 
up at the right place at the right time is best rep- 
resented on skates by Mels Stewart of the Montreal 
Maroons, who has been called the Bob Meusel of 
hockey with reason. It was a strange thing that long- 
legged Bob could lope around the bases fast enough 
to run over a flock of those little fellows who scurry 
like rabbits, and yet the fans always thought he was 
dawdling along. It’s true he wasted as little effort 
as possible, but he covered the ground, and, in the 
same apparently dawdling and certainly deceptive 
manner, Nels Stewart covers the ice. 

Any one who doubts this can verify the same by 
taking a good look at Nels as he annoys the Rangers 
on behalf of the Maroons on the Garden ice this 
evening. 

Going Nowhere in a Hurry. 


The star-spangled Americans have speed of the 
wrong kind, judging from last year’s record and their 
first effort at home under the new rules. They strap 
on their skates, take the ice, and go nowhere in a 
great hurry. 

It recalls the story about Gil Dobie and the Cornel! 
back field. It seems that Mr. Dobie a few years ago 
had a set of backs in whom he didn’t put much hope.

Mr. Bush’s letter, in part, follows: 

“The Federal revenue act of 1928 
'continued in effect the war tax of 10 
per cent on dues and initiation fees 
to social, athletic and sporting clubs 
and added a new war tax which had 
not hitherto been in force, to wit, a 
jtax equal to 10 per cent of any 
; amount paid as the purchase price 
of shares of stock, bonds or other 
| securities, ownership of which is a 
condition precedent to membership,

Legislative Commission Votes to 
Extend elts Inquiry at 
Knight’s Suggestion. 





POLITICS SEEN IN MOVE 


Members of Massachusetts Board

The legislative commission inves- | 
tigating the Public Service law in 
executive session yesterday in the 
Board of Estimate room at City Hait 
voted to extend its inquiry to cover 
a survey of electrical requirements 
end supply on the farms of the Siate. 

The move, initiated by Senator 
John Knight, chairman of the inves- | 
tigators and also majority leader of | 
the Upper House, was taken to be 
the first item of another farm pro- 
gram to be drawn up at the nex’ 
session of the Legislature by the 
Republican leaders. It is expected 
that it will offset suggestions madc 


by Governor Roosevelt of the bene- 
fits that might accrue to up-State 
rural districts from the furtherance | 
of his water power development 
plans. Senator Knight’s proposai, 





however, was concurred in by the} 
Governor’s appointees on the com. | 
mission as being within the original | 
scope of inquiry. | 

The survey, which, according to 
Senator Knight, will look toward ar 
extension of the use of electrical | 
power to lighten and cheapen farm | 
labor, will determine just how many 
furms are without electricity and 
what rates prevail in the rural sec- 
ticns. Complaints have been regis- 
tered of high rates and the lack o¢ 
interest on the part of the power 
sompanies in rural electrification. 

An estimate submitted to the com- 
mission is that 25 per cent of New 
York farms receive current from a 
central station electric service. In 
New Jersey 39 per cent and in Cali- 
fornia 46 per cent of the farms are 
thus serviced. 


Note Grade Crossing Inquiry. 


The commission also voted to fol- 
low out the recent suggestion of Goy- 
ernor Roosevelt that it inqure into 
the advisability of placing all grade | 
crossing elimination work, except the 
adoption of the original order in each 
project, under the direction solely 
of the Department of Public Works. 
Chief State Engineer William M. |} 
Acheson accordingly will be asked 
to testify tomorrow in behalf of the 
Public Works Department while 
Public Service Commissioner George 
R. Lunn will give his views of the 
work in this connection of his com- 
mission which now has general super 
vision of grade crossing élimination. ' 
There have been complaints hereto- 
fore of divided authority and of in- | 
ability on the part of the commission | 
to speed the elimination program. 

Two witnesses who are members of | 
the Massachusetts Public Utilities | 
Commission spent the day on the | 
stand at the public hearing yester- 
day before the legislative commis- 
sion. Both men, Henry C. Atwell, 
chairman of the assachusetts 
board, and Louis Goldberg, his asso- 
ciate, lauded the theory of regulation 
in force in their State which takes 
no account of original cost or repro- 
duction value theories but fixes util- 
ity rates simply on the basis of in- 
suring a fair return on money ac- 
tually invested in the companies.

Hoover’s Penned Mosaics, De- 
signed Daring Conferences, Are 
Common in Capital.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—If any 
New York dealers have autographs 
of President Hoover upon those 
sheets filled with mosaics of tri- 
angles, spirals, circles, parallelo- 
grams and other geometric patterns 
unconsciously designed during his 
conferences, and have a market for 
them, as New York reports today 
would indicate, they had better close 
for the best price offered, according 
to opinion here. 

There are scores of these sheets 
filled with the geometric tracings 
and autographed by the President in 
the hands of his boy friends in 
Washington, and if they ever hear 
about the high price reported to be 
asked for a similar autograph the 
market is likely to be flooded, 
George Akerson, the President’s per- 
sonal secretary, said today. 

Every one at the White House was 
amused by the report, it was said, 
as the President has been giving 
these autographed tracings to most 
of his friends and to many of their 
sons. Secretary Akerson’s oldest son, 
George Jr., has a number of them, 
as have the sons of many other 
officials. 

Long before he became President 
and even before he was Secretary of 
Commerce, the President had the 
habit of tracing intricate geometric 
designs on a sheet of paper while 
listening to visitors in business con- 
ferences.

Dynamite’s Detonation Wave 
Travels at 4 Miles a Second

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The 
rapidity of the chemical reaction 
which takes place when a stick of 
dynamite is detonated is one of 
the fastest known, the detonation 
wave traveling along the cartridge 
at speeds as high as four miles 
per second. 

Now experts of the Bureau of 
Mines are engaged in measuring 
this speed at its laboratories at 
Bruceton, Pa., an announcement 
today said. 

In one type of apparatus, known 
as the mettegang recorder, the 
time elapsing between the break- 
ing of two wires threaded through 
the explosive stick is recorded on 
a rapidly revolving smoked drug. 

In still another process, the ex- 
plosive is placed behind a narrow 
slot cut in a piece of armor plate, 
the detonation process. being 
photographed by its own light on 
a rapidly moving film.

LAWYER DEFENDS 
LABOR INJUNCTIONS 


National Founders’ Association 
Secretly Considers Proposed 
Change in Law. 


[MISUSE OF WRITS DENIED 


Bill -Advocated. by Federation of 


Labor Expected to.Be Intro- 
duced in Congress. 


In a secret session of the thirty- 
third annual convention of the Na- 
tional Founders’ Association held in 
the Hotel Astor yesterday, Walter 


Gordon Merritt, associate counsel for | 


the League for:Inaustrial Rights, at- 
tacked legislation to limit the use of 
injunctions in labor disputes which 
has been proposed by the American 
Federation of Labor. 

The lesislation, as interpreted by 
Mr. Merritt in a statement to the 
press, would legalize ‘‘the use of com- 
bined economic power for any and 
all purposes however oppressive, anti- 
social or unholy.” It would -not, he 
said, distinguish ‘“‘between the legiti- 
mate and the illegitimate use of com- 
bined economic power.’’ He objected 
to the legislation specifically on the 
ground that it would prevent the use 
‘of injunctions to stop sympathetic 
strikes, to stop ‘‘mass picketing or 
intimidation’? or to force union em- 
ployes to accept ‘responsibility for 
their agent's acts."’ 

“This bill,’ he said, “in effect, 
would give legal sanction to combina- 
tions to engage in strikes, secondary 
boycotts and mass picketing 2 ainst 
a union employer who merely re-

This is a heavy 
enough cut from the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s 100 per cent output of mid- 
summer, or even the 85 per cent of 
a year ago. But The Iron Age de- 
clares that the week’s lower output 
has not resulted from “general cur- 
tailment of consumption.’’ On the 
contrary, ‘‘consumption in a number 
of leading lines has held its own or 
has gained.”’ 

Yesterday’s report on October’s 
production of motor cams attracted 
interest for many reasons. Like 
nearly all other monthly reports now 
in course of publication, it covers 
mostly a period before the actual 
shock of Wall Street panic, and 
therefore throws no clear light on 
conditions of the moment. As far 
back as Labor Day, it was recognized 
that motor car production earlier in 
the year had hit too fast a pace. 
September’s output of cars was cut 
down nearly to the same month’s 
figure of 1928, as against a 38 per 
cent increase in the preceding nine 
months. Production in October is 
now shown to have fallen 4% per 
cent below 1928; it.was still, how- 
ever, above that of the same month 
in 1927 or 1926, although less than 
in 1925. The figures to be published 
in the next few months will be more 
illuminating. Output in the whole 
year 1921 was nearly 25 per cent less 
than that of 1920; but it passed the 
previous high record again in 1922. 


OPTIMISTIC ON AUTO TRADE.

The British Bank Rate. 

The meeting this morning of the 
directors of the Bank of England is 
awaited with interest by bankers 
here in view of the likelihood of a 
reduction of the bank’s rate from 6 
per cent to 5% per cent.

Seattle and Tacoma, With Own 
Plants Facing Supply Shortage, 
Seek Aid of the Lexington. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.—} 
The airplane carrier Lexington will 
be used as an auxiliary power plant 


Wash., if the Navy Department ap- 
proves a request before it. The two 
cities, suffering from a drought 
which threatens to deplete seriously 
their hydroelectric power supplies, | 
have requested that the massive air- 
craft carrier be detailed for such 
emergency service. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams today | 
instructed Rear Admiral Ziegemeir, 
commandant of the Bremerton Navy 
Yard, to investigate the situation | 
and ordered that the Lexington be | 


retained at the yard to await orders. 

The request, transmitted through 
Admiral Ziegemeir, was that the air- 
craft carrier be docked at Tacoma} 
and her powerful generators con- | 
nected to the municipal power lines, | 
the energy to be transmitted to the} 
main generators of the city and via} 
transmission lines, a portion of it to} 
be sent overland to Seattle. 

The Lexington’s turbines have a/| 
total capacity of 215,000 horsepower. 
Engineering officers of the navy said | 
there are no mechanical reasons why 
the ‘‘transfusion’” of the aircraft | 
carrier’s power to the municipalities 
should not be feasible. 

When the request first was trans- 
| mitted, Secretary Adams, upon ad- 
‘vice of the Bureau of Engineering, 
| rejected it. In his behalf it was 
‘stated that ‘‘many considerations’’ 
made it inadvisable. 

Since Sept. 24, the Lexington has 
been at the Puget Sound Navy Yard 
for overhaul, but was scheduled to 
go to sea two days ago. When 
the request was received she was 
ordered to lay over, and when the/! 
Secretary turned it down yesterday 
orders to sail were reissued. But 

{upon the decision to reconsider, the 
Bureau of Operations again ordered 
that she be held over to await in- 
‘structions.

Winter Wheat Is in Good Condition | 3505-276 


in Main Producing Areas. 
The weekly weather report issued 


yesterday by the Government was as} 


follows: 


The frequent rains in the Southern States 
made a fenerally unfavorable week for 
picking and ginning the remainder of the 
cotton crop, though conditions were more 
favorable in parts of the northeastern belt. 

In Oklahoma, field work was practically 
suspended because of the cold, cloudy and 
misty weather and very little picking was 
accomplished, with reports of damaged 
staple; while in Texas, snapping was slow 
because of low temperatures and wet soil. 

Much cotton is still out in parts of the 
northeastern belt and considerable remains 
in the fields on lowlands of the central 
northern portion. 

In the northern tier of States, the mild 
weather and considerable sunshine ._made 
vather favorable conditions for husking 
corn, but in the interior valleys and cen- 
tral Great Plains, as well as in most of the 
South, frequent rains and muddy fields 
were unfavorable, with a consequent delay 
in housing the crop. 

Some damage was reported to outstand- 
ing corn in parts of the Ohio Valley, with 
clear dry weather needed. In the upper 
Mississippi Valley, especially in Iowa, a 
sharp freeze would be very beneficial. 

Winter wheat is still in satisfactory con- 
Gition in the main producing sections. In 
the Ohio Valley the crop is going into the

FOR IMPROVING RACE 


Dr. Little, Cancer Expert, at Last 
Session of National Conference, 


Chides Health Officials. 


The ‘national birth control confer- 
ence, held under auspices of the 
American Birth Control League, 
came to a conclusion yesterday with 
a final session in the Hotel Astor, 
at which the speakers included Dr. 
Clarence C. Little, managing director 
of the Society for; the Control of 
Cancer, and Professor L.-J. Cole of 
the University of Wisconsin. 

Dr. Little asserted that birth con- 
trol was a vitally important factor 
in race improvement and said: ‘‘We 
may take it as a basic principle that 
there will be a better chance of a 
wise and peaceful solution of prob- 
lems of human adjustments if the 
swollen waters of the stream of hu- 


man reproduction are diminished in 
volume. Birth control obviously will 
do this. 

“True improvement of the race in- 
volves more than the obvious elimi- 
nation of the physically unfit by se- 
lective breeding.. It means also the 
liberation of the racial -and 
vidual mind from fear, superstition, 
falsehood and ignorance.’”’ 

Dr. Little declared that the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, did not 
follow precedent: in declining to put 


on the radio addresses by prominent. 


clergymen at a:mass meeting on 
Tuesday night... The company had 
informed ‘the league:that the -meet- 
ing could not go’‘on:the air, because 
it dealt with ‘‘a controversial relig- 
ious subject.’ Dr. Little said that 
the company’s refusal was based en 
commercial rather “than. ‘ethical 
grounds’”’. and that talks on - birth 
control were not matters of religious 
controversy. In addition,;he said, 
addresses on religion had’ often been 
broadcast.
